In his message to council announc- 


ing he has. withheld his signature 
from the ordinance, the mayor states 
the measure should not become effec- 
tive because the city has no funds to 
employ the additional force that 
would be required. 

The communication refers to the 
fact that the new city charter makes 
the eight-hour work day a manda- 
tory regulation, but adds that this 


section is an ideal which council | 
ought to have steadily in view. 


The mayor's veto message in part 
reads: : 

I am returning ‘without my approval ordi- 
nance No. 84048. Section 196 of the charter 
is mandatory and requires the council by 
ordinance to provide for the enforcement of 


its provision, which is substantially in the |}, 


language of this ordinance. This section of 
the charter, therefore, constitutes the ideal 
which the couneil and ’the administration 


- ought to have steadily in.view in any legis- 


lation regulating hours of labor, and I trust 
the time will not be long removed when we 
can comply with the provisions of the char- 
tér and accomplish its entire hope. 

-The present financial] situation of the city, 
however, is such that I cannot bring myself 


to concur in any legislation which will im-), 


pose an additional cost of $50,000 or $60,000 
upon the city in doing its work as this ordi- 
nance would do. ts, 

There are positions in the city’s service 
where the work is light, the conditions of 
performance comfortable and the hours 
necessarily larger than the maximum pro- 
posed by this ordinance. 


Suddenly to change these positions would }, 


require the employment of a large force of 
men entailing expenditures and creating po* 
sitions in which not even the maximum num- 
ber of hours could be demanded, and yet 
where the maximum is admittedly an easy 
day’s work. 
“if the council had made this ordinance 
take effect Jan. 1 I would not have felt 
free to withhold my approval, but in view 
of the fact that the appropriations for the 
current year are all made and cannot be in- 
creased, fo rthe reason that there is no ad- 
ditional revenue in sight, I return this ordi- 
nance to you.

“Another agency sent me out for 
a job, and when I got to the address 
‘they had given me I was told there 
was no place vacant and no applica- 
tion for workmen had been made at 
the agency in question. In no case 
would an agency get me work unless 
T paid my fee in advance.. 

“Loafing. about .the agencies, I 
talked with-men there. All had paid 
their fees and had been waiting for 
days in some cases for either work or 
their $2 fee. — 

“One place I learned from a man 
that he and others had been sent out 
on a job. They were employed at 
dangerous work. Then when the 
dangerous part had been completed, 
the men from the agency were dis- 
missed. _ . A Sa

Raising of interest rates..on pro- 
posed city loans of $765,000, as rec- 
oOmmended by the department of 
finance, will be the target of attack 
by minority members of the city | 
eouncil tonight.

$8,000,000 in the banks, money borrowed on 
bond issues for various schemes and not spent 
yet. (Paying interest on bond borrowings, 
amounting at about 4 1-2 per cent to about 
$7,000 a day, is one of its current expenses, for 
which it needs ready money.) The banks pay 
it less than 4 per cent interest on the $8,000,000, 
but it proposes to pay them 6 per cent on the 
$765,000.

YAHE city council in its wisdom having en- 
HK acted an ordinance to that effect some - | 
weeks ago, ‘‘jay walking’’ in Cleveland’s con- 
gested district is now an offense punishable by 
a fine of from $5 to $50 or by imprisonment for 
not more than 30 days. The ordinance has be- 
come of legal effect, though just what actual ef- 


feet it. will have is still a mystery. 


The phrase ‘‘jay walking”’ originated in a 
western city a few years ago when traffic regu- 
lation was first attempted there. 


It is intended 
to express kindly or contemptuous reproot of the 
yural or urban resident’so little versed in met- 
ropolitan ways as to be unaware that a person 
eannot conduct himself in a crowded city as if 
his own convenience or preference were the only 
thing to be considered. 

Ag defined in the local ordinance, ‘‘jay walk- 
ing’’ is rather a comprehensive term. Original- 
ly it signified the act of crossing a street inter- 
section in a diagonal direction, instead of fol- 
lowing the two sides of the triangle of which the 
hypothenuse.

President Stanley charges that 
union officials have not given the pub- 
lic the full facts. concerning the earn- 
ings of extra men. 

“They talk of extra men having to 
be content with as low as one hour, 
twenty minutes a day,” he said, 
“but our pay rolls show that many 
of the extra men 6arn as much as 
men on regular runs. There is not 
a man who wants work who cannot 
earn 2 decent wage, and I am pre- 
pared to submit the pay rolls of the 
company to prove it. 


“Tt is a ridiculous proposition to|' 


say that a man shall be paid for 
eight hours’ work no matter how few 
hours he actually puts in. Why, 
under a system of that kind the man 
who worked an hour or two a day 
would really be better off than the 
man who worked the full eight-hour 
shift because he would-be receiving 
his pay for just loafing around the 
car barns. I. don’t think the city 
council would stand for that and I

“The action of the court gives the 
railroads perpetual easement for 
their tracks, except as that easement 
might be inconsistent with the rights 
of the city for public streets. That 
question we will have to take up with 
the railroads. They should not be in- 
convenienced. We have no wish to 
inconvenience them,

pied by docks and storage houses can 
be put to proper public use.’’

Litigation was -begun in 1898 in 
cOmmon pleas court. and the railroads 
had the case transferred to. federal 
court. United States district court 
held for :the railroads. The case was 
States circuit 
court of appeals, which was about to 
hold for the railway companies when 
it decided that it had no jurisdiction. 

The suit went back into Gammon 
pleas court, and Judge’ Willis Vickery, 
something over four years ago, held 
city. Through the district 
court of appeals, then circuit court, 
the case was carried to the Ohio su- 
preme court, which upheld Judge 
Vickery’s decision.

motion for a review of the case was 
laid before the United States supreme 
court. That court’s action in dismiss- 
ing the motion ysterday makes the 
decision of the Ohio supreme court 
the law of the case, and the city is 
the victor. « |

Council Committee Rejects Plan| 


to Subdivide Municipality 
Into Divisions for Street 
Cleaning and Repairs. 


Division of the city 
cleaning and street repair districts 
was held to be impractical on account 
of added expense, by a special council 
eommittee which started a survey of 
municipal activities yesterday. 

Changes in methods of handling 
garbage and rubbish eollections prob- 
ably will result from the committee’s 
investigations, however. Branch sta- 
tions, with railroad connections, 
probably will be proposed. Garbage 
is now hauled to the Canal road load- 
ing station and rubbish is carted to 
city dumps, where it is sorted. 

Incinerators for the disposal of 
rubbish were suggested by Council- 
man Reynolds. 
Service Sidlo declared they would 
prove more of a convenience than 
an economy. 

Mayor Baker’s suggestion that rub- 
bish be loaded into dump cars at 
Central viaduct was declared to be 
jmpractical by City Engineer Hoff- 
mann and: Street. Cleaning Superin- 
tendent Hanna. They said the dust 


bish carts would tie up traffic on the 
viaduct. 

Wanna said that haulimg of rub- 
bish in street cars would lessen ex- 
pense, and asked consideration of. 
this suggestion. | 

Sidlo, Hanna and Street Repair Su- 
perintendent Masterson agreed that 
the establishment of a sectional sys- 
tem of street cleaning and street re- 
pair was impractical. 

The committee was authorized to 
investigate. these points in particu- 
lar. Recommendations probably 
will be reported to the committee on 
appropriations when the 1915 appro- 
priation ordinance is being consid- 
ered.

Thompson also believes that the 
city has power to limit the wharfing 
out of riparian owners, in the same 
manner that it regulates the height 
of buildings.

Bismarck, the supreme statesman of the 
ninetéenth century, proposed it in Prussia 
when he sought the means to make of the 
German empire something greater than its 
aggregation of states. He wanted the Im- 
perial Government to own the railroads 
beeause it would give the Government con- 


trol of the .greatest constantly accruing 
supply of ready money. The only way a 
country’s finances can be controlled is to 
have the National Government control the 
greatest sum of. money in the country— 
and this is possible through control of the 
railroads. ct ik

Speech Delivered at Piano Merchants’ Banquet in Cleveland 
By NEWTON D. BAKER, Mayor of Cleveland 


“T want to tell you that Cleveland isa city Of pet- 
haps seven hundred thousand people, of whom 75 per 
cent. are either foreign born or the children of foreign- 
There is one ward in this city in which 
thirty-nine languages and dialects are spoken.

“The people of this city for twelve years fought 
their own fight; they understood their own public 
questions, until at the end of a twelve-year struzgle, 
in which their courage never flagged nor their deter- 
mination abated, they brought about a settlement of 
the street railroad question in Cleveland, which re- 
sults in the people of this city riding at a 3-cent fare 
from one end of the city to the other, with free trans- 
fers, without danger or damage to the capital invested 
in the enterprise. 

“The greatest problem in America to-night is the 
problem of our city governments, and the greatest 

.. menace that exists in this country to sound goyern- 


ment in cities is the solution of the dificult and deli- 
cate and corrupt relations that exist between public 
utility companies and city governments. 

“As long as men hang up prizes of tens and twenty 
millions of dollars to be scrambled for, the earnings 
upon them to be made by excess charges for rendering 
services upon which the very erowth and life of our 
cities depend—as long as that policy is pursued city 
governments will be corrupt. And it is only when a 
people are intelligent enough to grasp the popular and 
just side of the relations that ought to exist between 
public utilities and city governments that we can hope 
properly to solve those questions, and at the same 
time to emancipate and to purify city eovernments. 

“T have acquired an immense hopefulness of outlook 
toward America and its future. It seems to me that 
we became a great people a hundred years ago; but 
we have grown greater every minute. We set to the 
world an example of political independence and free- 
dom, and we are measuring now ourselves against the 
past of establishing an example of economic inde- 
pendence and freedom for the world to follow. N 
other nation has achieved it. 

“And as I see this country of ours in some fiity 
years, by the growth of this common intelligence 
among the people, by the erowth of the feeling that ¢s 
represented in this banquet—that the man_ from Cali- 
fornia really is brother to the man from New York— 
as I see that feeling growing, not only among the, 
piano merchants of the United States, but in all classes 
of trade and in all walks of life; as I see that feeling 
arising, how earnestly potent and strong it is for the, 
accomplishment of great results, I see the United 
States of the future a tremendous nation, leading all 
others in the walks of peace and happiness, having 
established for herself respect at the hands of every 
nation: not by the muzzles of her guns, but by the 
fairness and justness of her dealings and the supremacy 
of her commerce; by the excellence of the articles 
which she makes and sells; I] see our own people a 
happier people because each -of us will by that time 
have learned that the greatest good to ourselves con- 
sists in the greatest good to our fellow men. 

“And when that United States does come and some
